W ashington, May 5-A decrease of 
one-half since 1904 in the death rate 
from tuberculosis in the United States 
was reported by Dr. Charles J. H at­ 
field, M anaging Director of the N ation­ 
al Tuberculosis Association,

annual meeting today. 
This means 
for the year 1921 a saving of 100,- 
000 lives he stated. 
In 1904 
the 
death rate was 200 per 100,000. 
P re­ 
lim inary figures for 1921 indicate th a t 
the rate will approach IOO. 
Dr. Hatfield paid a tribute to- the 
founders of the movement in 1904 
and to the increasing num ber of sup­ 
porters of the cause. “This announce­ 
ment of the splendid results of 18 
y ears’ work," ho said, “ is also a t r i­ 
bute to the power of public health edu­ 
cation and to the unfailing support 
of 
newspapers, 
magazines, 
motion 
pictures and other mediums of reach­ 
ing the general public." 
In Fram ingham , 
Mass., where 
a 
health dem onstration has been 
car­ 
ried on since 1010 under the auspices 
of the association, the death rate has 
been reduced to the figure of 40 per 
100,000 for 1921. 
“This F ram ingham figure," said Dr. 
Hatfield, “ is indicative of w hat may 
be done under such specialized m et­ 
hods and program s o f work. 
Tuber­ 
culosis workers throughout the coun­ 
try will join with us in being impatient 
for a much more rapid rate of pro­ 
gress when it is realized th a t in the 
United States there 
are still 
about 
1,000,000 persons with active tub er­ 
culosis and that 100,000 men, women 
and children are dying annually ti 
this preventable and curable disea;

He gave many details of the re­ 
markable work accomplished by the 
school children of America during and 
since the w ar, and he believed tho 
Junior Red Cross movement, more 
than anything else, would affect a 
revolution in the worfd’s* outlook upon 
the problem of preventable disease 
and avoidable misery.
